Schaefer was forced to expand and establish a 
larger factory which was located on Colerain 
Avenue and Marshall Street, Cincinnati. 


After years on Colerain Avenue, devoting practic 
ally the best part of his life in perfecting the present 
business, a corporation was formed. Adopting © 
the name of The Cincinnati Artistic Wrought Iron 
Company, the business grew rapidly, attracting 
much attention through the beauty connected with 
Wrought Iron. During this period of the company 
Mr. Schaefer was continually called upon to design 
and construct all wrought iron lanterns and grille 



















work that became prominent on the entries 
of our Public Buildings, Fire Houses, in Parks 
and gradually on the better dwellings. Many 
of these commissions are still in use. 


The necessity of more space again confronted the 
organization which established a factory on Eastern 
Avenue. With improvements added from time 
to time and men now numbering eighty, we have 
spared no efforts to satisfy our clients and with 
the steady increasing demand for our workmanship 
and product we are preparing to do even better in 
the new modern factory on which we are working 
at present. New equipment, more artisans, new 
ideas in wrought iron, bronze, copper and brass at 
its best will be our motto.
